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KBYU-FM  Resumes  Broadcasting; 
Adds  Jazz,  News,  Sports  to  Agenda 


Full  radio  programming  is  un- 
derway with  a staff  who  plan 
and  log  programs  of  special  in- 
terest to  students  in  all  fields  at 
BYU. 

According  to  Steve  Southwick, 
station  supervisor,  KBYU-FM  be- 
gan operating  Feb.  4 for  the  first 
time  since  last  spring  when 
school  let  out.  This  first  week  of 
broadcasting  consisted  mostly  of 
music,  however,  and  much  test- 
ing was  done. 

WITH  THE  NEW  studio  facil- 
ities ready,  tower  raised,  person- 
nel selected,  and  programs  ready, 
KBYU-FM  began  its  regular 
broadcasting  schedule  this  week, 
Southwick  said. 

Although  program  favorites 
such  as  “Escapades  in  Sound” 
and  “Classical  Masterpieces” 
have  returned  from  previous 
years,  the  station  is  now  offer- 
ing new  programs  of  special  in- 
terest. Among  the  newcomers  on 
this  year’s  agenda  is  a series 
from  the  National  Association  of 
Educational  Broadcasters  which 
deal  with  such  topics  as  litera- 
ture, politics,  social  problems, 
and  education. 

A program  of  conservative  jazz 
is  .scheduled  for  Friday  evenings 
from  8 to  9 p.m.  Lack  of  suffic- 
ient jazz  albums  has  hindered 
such  programs  in  the  past,  but 
recent  additions  to  the  already 
large  record  library  has  made  a 
weekly  hour  of-  jazz  possible. 

THOROUGH  news  coverage 
should  be  accomplished,  South- 
wick commented,  because  of  a 
“Radio  & TV  News  Writing” 
class  which  will  furnish  material 
to  the  daily  newscasts. 

The  “Sportlight”  program  in- 
forms students  of  the  latest  hap- 
penings in  sports  and  features 
interviews  with  leading  figures 
in  sports  on  campus. 

“Last  year,”  Southwick  said, 
“the  station  proved  to  be  the  only 
source  of  finding  out  the  results 
of  the  studentbody  elections, 
aside  from  attending  the  Inaug- 
ural Ball  or  having  personal  first- 
hand information.” 

AN  FM  (frequency  modulated) 
station,  KBYU  operates  on  an  as- 
signed frequency  of  88.9  mega- 
cycles on  the  FM  band.  The  FM 
method  of  transmission  is  com- 
parable to  “high  fidelity”  on  a 
phonograph;  that  is,  the  sound  is 
free  from  distortion  and  inter- 
ference that  normally  plague  an 
AM  (amplitude  modulated)  sta- 
tion. 

The  station  manager  further 
explained  that  KBYU-FM’s  signal 
can  be  picked  up  nearly  any- 
where in  the  Provo  area. 

Future  facilities  of  both  KBYU- 
FM  and  KBYU-TV  will  be  found 
in  the  new  Fine  Arts  Center  as 
soon  as  the  studios  are  complet- 
ed and  equipped.

The  basketball  season  is  over  now,  as  far  as  home 
viewing  is  concerned,  and  the  Cougars  are  probably 
eliminated  from  any  post-season  playoff  activity.  The 
Mountain  Cats  made  a great  effort  and  gave  the  power- 
ful Arizona  State  squad  a good  run  for  thh  money  but 
they  just  couldn’t  keep  it  up  for  the  full  four  periods. 
The  Sun  Devils,  who  are  sporting  a flashy  6-1 
conference  and  20-2  overall  record  now  are  almost 
a cinch  to  take  the  title.  They  have  three  confer- 
ence tilts  left  to  play  and  two  of  them,  against 
Wyoming  and  New  Mexico,  are  home  dates.  In 
their  final  league  encounter  they  journey  to  Tucson 
to  take  on  arch-rival  Arizona. 

The  game  against  Arizona  could  well  be  their  tough- 
est assignment  because  the  Wildcats  are  always  ex- 
tremely hard  to  beat  on  their  home  court.  Wyoming 
thus  far  is  the  only  conference  member  to  dump  the 
Sun  Devils,  but  it  is  unlikely  they  will  be  able  to  turn 
the  trick  again  because  of  Arizona  State’s  home  floor 
advantage.

The 
Starry  forward  has  been  giving  Cougar  opponents  fits 
with  his  left-handed  jumper.  This  southpaw-fired  bomb 
has  given  the  6-4  senior  high  scoring  honors  in  12  of  the 
Cougars  23  games  this  season,  with  eight  of  these  com- 
ing in  the  past  eight  games. 

Gary  Batchelor  is  another  who  has  played  con- 
sistently for  the  Cats.  The  little  (5-11)  guard  has 
taken  high  point  honors  only  once  but  his  value 
lies  mostly  in  team  leadership.  He  is  the  player  who 
sets  things  up,  who  makes  the  points  when  they 
are  needed. 

Others  who  have  starred  in  the  Cougar  cause  this 
season  are  Jim  Kelson,  who  played  a great  game  in  the 
Cat’s  losing  effort  against  ASU ; Mike  Gardner,  who 
joined  Batchelor  on  the  guard  line  and  has  shown  lots 
of  hustle;  and  Bob  Quinney,  a sophomore  who  shows 
lots  of  promise  for  next  year. 

John  Lewis  has  also  started  to  play  well  at  the  cen- 
ter spot  in  recent  games.  -He  scored  18  points 
against  Montana  and  then  notched  22  against  Arizona. 
Jerry  Dahlman  was  a team  leader  earlier  in  the  year  in 
the  Quaker  City  Tournament  and  against  Ohio  State 
and  Arizona  State.

We  are  for 
continued  Canadian  independence 
and  sovereignty  and  thus  are  for 
complete  Canadian  control  of  all 
action  on  Canadian  soil”  will  be 
in  the  Bookstore  from  10  a.m.  to 
1 p.m.  until  the  end  of  the  week 
so  that  those  Canadians  who  wish 
to  may  sign  it. 

IN  A SHORT  discussion  dur- 
ing the  meeting  Bill  Hill  describ- 
ed the  issue  and  the  content  of 
the  letter.
